Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  my  Report  on  the 
sanitary  condition  of  your  district  during  the  year  igog. 

The  same  statistical  tables  as  before  are  included  there- 
with. 

The  general  death-rate  has  once  again  come  below  the 
average  of  the  preceding  ten  years. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  though  also  below  the  average 
is  heavier  than  in  igo8,  and  it  must  be  remembered  that  there 
was  no  epidemic  diarrhoea  owing  to  the  cool  damp  weather  ex- 
perienced. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  begun  in  igo8 
has  been  more  methodically  carried  out  in  igog,  and  I think  its 
good  effects  are  already  being  felt.  There  is  already  consider- 
able improvement  in  the  important  matter  of  cleanliness.

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POPULATION. 

The  population  of  your  district  must  again  be  calculated 
as  it  has  been  since  the  year  1905  from  the  number  of  houses 
occupied  at  the  end  of  June. 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district  at  that  date 
was  2833.  Through  the  kind  assistance  of  Mr.  Tydeman,  your 
Rate  Collector,  I find  that  120  of  these  were  not  occupied.  I 
estimate  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  as  5,  which 
gives  a population  of  13,565  living  in  2,713  houses.  There  is 
thus  an  increase  of  25  only  on  the  population  of  the  previous 
year. 

Owing  principally  to  the  disturbance  of  the  industries  in 
your  neighbourhood  in  1905,  there  has  been  a “set-back”  in  the 
increase  of  population  of  about  1500. 

The  natural  increase  of  population,  that  is,  the  excess  of 
the  number  of  births  over  the  number  of  deaths  during  the  year 
1908  was  165,  and  from  this  it  would  appear  that  more  persons 
are  now  leaving  the  district  than  coming  into  it. 

Of  course  my  estimate  is  formed  on  the  number  of  houses 
and  it  is  possible  that  owing  to  the  “ hard  times”  now  prevailing 
the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  may  be  greater  than  5. 
The  average  at  the  last  census  was  4.95.  Though  I think  that 
in  many  cases  there  is  closer  packing,  not  amounting  to  over- 
crowding, I have  no  means  of  arriving  at  a more  correct  estimate. 
Also  I remember  that  the  number  of  persons  living  in  the  larger 
houses  is  considerably  reduced. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  Births  during  the  year  was  305  and  the 
Birth-rate  22.5.  The  rate  for  the  year  1899  'vas  33 — a fall  of 
10.5  in  ten  years. 

Five  of  these  births  were  those  of  illegitimate  children — 
a percentage  of  1.6.

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  district  was 
132.  Four  of  these  are  to  be  subtracted  as  those  of  persons  not 
belonging  to  the  district  who  died  in  Public  Institutions  here,  and 
18  deaths  of  residents  in  the  district  who  died  in  Public  Institu- 
tions outside  are  to  be  added.  The  number  of  residents  who  died 
during  the  year  is  thus  146,  and  the  death-rate  10.76  per  thousand. 
I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Cook,  the  Clerk  to  the  Burial  Board,  for 
finding  out  some  of  these  as  the  burial  often  takes  place  in 
Cheshunt,  and  for  others  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of 
other  districts  in  which  Hospitals  are  situated. 

The  Zymotic  Death-rate  calculated  from  the  number  of 
deaths  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases  was  : —

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INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  was  28,  and 
the  Infant  Mortality  rate  was  91.8  per  thousand  births.  This  is 
not  so  good  as  the  previous  year,  but  is  less  than  the  average  for 
the  previous  ten  years  which  was  105.  On  referring  to  Table  V 
you  will  see  that  this  increase  is  partly  due  to  the  increased 
number  of  deaths  from  Bronchitis,  due  perhaps  to  the  cold  wet 
season,  and  to  Atrophy. 

There  was  no  epidemic  of  infantile  diarrhoea.  The  deaths 
of  children  under  one  year  of  age  were  21.2  per  cent,  of  all  the 
deaths  registered. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During  the  first  Quarter  of  the  year  5 cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  isolated.  One  of  them  really  belonged  to  Broxbourne. 
In  another  the  diagnosis  was  doubtful.  Four  cases  of  Scarlet 
were  also  reported.  One  of  these  belonged  to  London,  as  the 
child  had  been  in  Hospital  a month.  All  these  were  single  cases, 
that  is  only  one  in  a house. 

During  the  second  Quarter : in  April  and  May  there 
three  single  cases  of  Diphtheria  reported  and  isolated  ; also  one 
case  of  Enteric  Fever  and  four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  on 
May  22nd  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  in  one  house 
and  this  was  probably  in  connection  with  a small  but  severe 
epidemic  which  broke  out  in  the  Goffs  Oak  district  and  continued 
through  June.  The  Goffs  Oak  School  was  implicated,  but  by 
careful  watching  it  was  possible  through  the  exclusion  of  children 
from  certain  districts  to  control  the  spread  of  the  disease  without 
closing  the  school 

During  the  third  Quarter  one  slight  case  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  and  was  isolated  in  July,  and  eight  single  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  fourth  Quarter  one  case  of  Diphtheria  was 
reported  and  isolated. 
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As  daring  the  early  part  of  the  year  both  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever  were  rampant  in  the  district  immediately  south  of 
yours,  I think  you  can  congratulate  yourselves  on  the  compara- 
tive immunity  enjoyed  by  your  district. 

EPIDEMIOLOGY. 

DIPHTHERIA.  Thirteen  cases  were  reported.  All 
were  isolated  in  your  own  hospital.  Four  of  these  were  found 
to  be  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  died. 

One  other  case  was  admitted  suffering  from  asdema  of 
the  glottis  and  throat  and  though  tracheotomy  was  performed  at 
once,  death  followed  in  five  hours.  There  was  no  appearance 
of  Diphtheria  and  no  Bacillus  could  be  found.  Unfortunately 
an  autopsy  could  not  be  held. 

One  case  did  not  properly  belong  to  your  district  but  was 
brought  into  it  whilst  suffering  from  Diphtheria. 

All  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  single  cases  ; that  is 
only  one  in  a house. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  The  cases  occurring  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  were  of  a sporadic  character  with  the  exception 
of  one  which  occurred  in  a house  in  which  there  had  been  three 
cases  in  the  previous  December. 

In  May  an  epidemic  started  in  the  Goffs  Oak  district  and 
continued  until  July.  Some  of  the  cases  were  considered  at 
first  to  be  Sore  Throat  and  were  later  notified  as  Diphtheria, 
and  were  of  course  isolated  as  such.  Fortunately  they  occurred 
in  thinly  populated  part  of  your  district  and  the  serious  cases 
were  isolated.  Search  amongst  the  children  attending  that 
school  was  made  and  several  cases  were  found  in  a state  of 
desquamation.  In  one  instance  the  disease  was  found  to  have 
already  run  through  the  household  and  isolation  was  declined 
and  indeed  was  not  necessary.  There  were  24  cases  in  this 
little  epidemic.  I should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
mistress  of  the  school  for  the  kind  help  she  gave  me  in  tracing 
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the  cases.  Owing  to  her  assistance  it  was  found  unnecessary 
to  close  the  school. 

One  death  resulted  from  Scarlet  Fever. 

Of  these  cases  7 occurred  in  one  house,  4 in  another, 

3 in  one,  2 in  one,  and  the  rest  were  single  cases. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  Death-rate  was  0.07  per  thousand. 

ENTERIC  FEVER.  One  case  occurred  in  April  and 
was  isolated  at  Enfield.  The  disease  was  in  an  advanced  state 
when  seen.  I had  a good  deal  of  trouble  in  finding  the  cause 
which  appears  to  have  been  as  follows  : — 

About  two  months  earlier  some  oysters  were  being 
hawked  in  the  street.  Some  were  bought  and  astonishment  was 
expressed  that  they  were  so  cheap.  Two  members  of  the 
family  ate  them.  One  was  violently  sick  and  escaped,  the  other 
retained  them.  He  was  noticed  as  being  tired  and  ailing  but 
not  thought  to  be  ill  until  April  26th  when  he  was  in  a very 
critical  state.  He  was  sent  to  Enfield  rvliere  he  died  in  June. 

In  previous  reports  I have  often  given  the  consumption 
of  shell-fish — oysters  and  cockles — as  the  cause  of  Typhoid,  but 
it  is  not  in  every  case  that  this  can  be  so  clearly  demonstrated. 

The  death-rate  was  0.07  per  thousand. 

PHTHISIS.  There  were  ten  death  from  Phthisis,  one 
from  outside  your  district  and  one  death  from  other  tubercular 
disease. 

The  Phthisis  Death-rate  was  0.7  per  thousand. 

CANCER.  There  were  g deaths  from  Cancer.  Only 
three  of  these  were  under  60  years  of  age  and  the  average  age 
at  death  was  64. 

The  Cancer  Death-rate  was  0.66  per  thousand. 

METEOROLOGY. 

The  year  1909  was  a cold  year.  The  temperature 
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generally  was  distinctly  below  the  average  and  the  short  summer 
experienced  was  confined  to  the  first  fortnight  in  August. 

The  rainfall  as  measured  at  the  Manor  House  was  25.27 
inches  which  is  above  the  average  for  the  previous  years.  It 
was  also  remarkable  from  the  fact  that  the  heaviest  downfall 
occurred  in  what  are  usually  considered  the  dry  months. 

The  smallest  rainfalls  were  in  January,  February,  May, 
and  November,  whilst  in  March,  June,  July  and  especially  in 
October  the  fall  was  above  the  average. 

To  this  may  perhaps  be  partially  attributed  the 
comparative  freedom  experienced  from  infectious  disease  as  the 
air  was  being  constantly  washed  and  there  was  seldom  any  dust. 

It  may  also  account  for  the  unusual  number  of  rheumatoid 
diseases  which  occurred,  though  the  number  of  cases  of  acute 
rheumatism  does  not  appear  to  have  been  excessive. 

The  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis.  No  action  has  been 
taken  under  this  order  and  no  notifications  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  in  poor  persons  have  been  made. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  regularly  inspected, 
and  are  generally  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

I have  heard  of  no  cases  of  Tuberculosis  or  any  infectious 
diseases  which  could  be  attributed  to  the  milk  supply. 

DRAINAGE. 

With  the  exception  of  those  cases  mentioned  in  the  report 
of  your  sanitary  inspector  which  have  already  been  brought  to 
your  notice,  I have  heard  of  no  complaint  of  deficient  drainage 
of  houses. 

The  drains  and  sewers  of  your  district  have  been  efficient 
throughout  the  year.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Purification  Works  have  done  their  work  well 
throughout  the  whole  year,  and  the  effluent  which  is  analysed 
about  once  a month  has  invariably  been  satisfactory. 

Some  trouble  has  been  caused  by  the  growth  of  fungus 
(beggiatoa)  in  the  outfall  sewer  and  an  experiment  is  about  to 
be  tried  with  chloride  of  lime  with  a view  to  its  prevention. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  still  performed  by  a 
contractor  at  the  same  times  as  previously.  I have  heard  of 
very  few  complaints.  The  Council  has  now  put  this  work  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  sanitary  inspector  which  will  simplify 
and  expedite  the  enquiry  into  any  complaints  which  may  be 
made. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  W ater  Supply  has  been  good  and  sufficient  throughout 
the  year.  There  have  been  a few  complaints  of  dirty  w’ater 
made,  but  on  enquiry  this  has  been  found  to  be  due  to  sediment 
lying  in  the  mains  and  your  Surveyor  has  soon  put  the  matter 
right. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

No  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  under  this  Act. 
Your  Sanitary  Inspector  has  reported  to  you  on  several  houses 
which  were  not  in  a satisfactory  condition,  and  you  have  directed 
that  improvements  should  be  effected  ; in  other  cases  he  has 
reported  that  finding  defects  he  has  already  succeeded  in  having 
them  remedied. 

I would  wish  again  to  point  out  to  the  Council  the  extreme 
importance  of  this  subject.  Not  only  are  cases  of  Diphtheria 
more  likely  to  occur  in  ^insanitary  houses  but  when  the  patient 
is  removed  to  a healthy  atmosphere  he  still  feels  the  effects  of  the 
want  of  sanitation  from  which  he  has  already  suffered.  As 
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Medical  Attendant  at  your  Isolation  Hospital  I frequently  see 
this,  and  on  the  reception  of  a serious  case  there,  I consider  the 
sanitary  or  insanitary  condition  of  the  home  from  which  he  has 
come  as  one  of  the  most  important  points  from  which  to  form 
a prognosis  as  to  the  result.  More  than  one  of  the  patients  who 
died  there  did  so  not  so  much  from  the  virulence  of  the  disease 
as  from  his  inability  to  live  through  it  because  he  had  lived  in 
unhealthy  surroundings.  I have  only  mentioned  Diphtheria 
because  in  that  disease  and  in  Scarlet  Fever  I have  absolute 
proof,  but  the  same  holds  good  in  all  illness. 

In  addition  to  the  inspections  made  with  regard  to  cases 
of  infectious  disease  and  nuisances  reported,  the  following  house 
to  house  inspections  have  been  carried  out. 

Eleanor  Road.  An  inspection  has  been  made  of  the 
houses  in  this  road.  Some  of  the  members  of  the  Council  Avill 
remember  that  in  1897  a serious  attempt  was  made  to  render 
the  houses  in  this  road  more  healthy.  Until  that  time  it  had 
been  one  of  the  most  unhealthy  parts  of  the  district,  and  cases 
of  Diphtheria  were  constantly  occurring  there.  The  reason  of 
this  was  obvious  when  the  ground  was  opened  up.  Almost 
every  drain  was  found  defective  and  sewage  was  freely  poured 
out  into  the  ground  under  the  houses.  Very  few  cases  of  Diph- 
theria have  occurred  there  since  then,  but  a good  many  houses 
were  very  damp.  The  inspection  this  year  has  shown  35  houses 
to  be  in  this  state  and  notices  to  insert  damp  courses  have  been 
served  and  in  26  cases  this  has  been  done.  I believe  some  of 
the  others  will  be  done  by  the  owners,  but  I recommend  that 
if  there  be  any  difficulty  the  necessary  legal  steps  be  taken. 

Goffs  Oak.  In  July  a house  to  house  inspection  was 
made  in  Goffs  Lane,  Cuffley  Road  and  .Pantile,  and  in  St.  James’ 
Road. 

So  far  as  your  sewers  go  the  drainage  is  fairly  good  and 
efficient  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  water  supply  so  far  as 
your  mains  go. 
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Pantile  Hall  was  found  damp  and  four  other  houses  were 
found  to  require  damp-courses  which  have  been  inserted. 

The  water  supply  for  Pantile  Hall  and  Pantile  Cottages 
is  from  a well  near  the  latter,  and  the  water  supply  tor  some  of 
the  houses  in  St.  James’s  Road  is  from  a well  which  the  Council 
in  vain  attempted  to  close  some  years  ago.  Both  these  wells 
are  rather  unhappily  situated  with  regard  to  possible  contami- 
nation. 

Two  houses  in  Goffs  Lane  were  reported'  to  be  unfit  for 
human  habitation  and  are  now  not  occupied. 

THE  PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Under  the  fig  section  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c. 
Act,  1909,  I am  required  to  give  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  County  any  information  which  it  is  in  my  power  to  give 
and  which  he  may  reasonably  require,  &c.,  &c. 

This  year  he  has  asked  for  “an  exact  account  of  the 
“provisions  made  in  your  district  for  dealing  with  infectious 
“ disease,  with  regard  to  the  number  of  beds  and  sufficiency  of 
“ provision  of  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation,  the  existence 
“ and  adequacy  of  a steam  disinfector  and  other  methods  of 
“ disinfection  and  the  arrangements  made  for  the  provision  of 
“ antitoxin  and  for  bacterial  examination.”  Also  I am  requested 
to  refer  to  his  Annual  Report  for  1908  and  give  the  information 
required  under  the  several  headings. 

Under  the  Act  I am  liable  to  certain  fines  on  failure  to 
do  this. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL.  The  Council  now,  in  my 
opinion,  possesses  sufficient  isolation  accommodation  for  Diph- 
theria and  Scarlet  Fever.  The  Diphtheria  Block  is  new  and 
substantially  built  with  beds  for  twelve  adult  patients.  As  most 
of  the  patients  are  children,  many  almost  babies,  more  beds  can 
be  placed  in  the  wards  and  as  the  use  of  a hospital  is  really  to 
prevent  an  epidemic,  not  to  treat  the  victims  of  an  epidemic, 
there  is  as  much  room  as  is  required. 


The  Scarlet  Fever  Block  is  an  iron  building  first  erected 
for  cases  of  Sinall-pox.  It  contains  three  wards  with  accommo- 
dation for  ten  adults  or  fifteen  children.  There  are  also  two 
small  rooms  now  to  be  used  as  isolation  wards  for  doubtful  cases, 
but  of  these  I cannot  report  so  favourably. 

The  County  AI.O.H.  mentions  that  there  was  difficulty 
in  maintaining  the  temperature  in  these  wards  but  this  difficulty 
really  occurred  in  the  Diphtheria  block  and  has  been  obviated 
by  means  of  a radiator  worked  by  a stove  in  the  basement. 

The  administration  block,  laundry  and  mortuary  were 
with  a view  to  the  further  increase  of  the  hospital  by  additional 
blocks  and  further  accommodation  for  additional  nurses  could 
be  made  without  alteration  to  the  existing  building.  There  is 
accommodation  for  Matron,  Six  Nurses,  and  Six  Servants  or 
Wardmaids — with  bath-room,  box-room,  large  linen  cupboard 
aud  several  lavatories. 

One  room  in  this  block,  opening  only  into  the  outside  air, 
is  fitted  with  a bath  and  used  as  a discharging  room,  but  can 
easily  be  thrown  into  the  main  building  should  the  Hospital 
increase  and  a discharging  block  be  built. 

The  Ambulance  is  kept  at  the  Manor  House  which  is 
the  more  convenient  place,  and  which  is  in  direct  telephonic 
communication  with  the  hospital  and  with  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  Medical  Attendant. 

No  isolation  is  provided  for  Enteric  Fever  and  the  single 
case  which  occurred  this  year  was  sent  to  Enfield. 

There  are  also  no  means  of  isolating  cases  of  Small-pox. 
The  Council  has  undertaken  not  to  receive  them  in  their  hospital 
and  I believe  there  was  some  idea  that  the  County  Council 
would  probably  provide  a hospital  which  would  take  in  cases 
from  a wide  area.  I think  this  subject  should  receive  attention 
as  the  percentage  of  vaccination  in  your  district  is  on  the  decline. 
Since  the  Vaccination  Act  of  1907  has  come  into  force,  by

making  a “ declaration  ” a parent  can  procure  exemption  from 
vaccination  for  his  child. 

The  percentage  of  certificates  of  successful  vaccination 
in  igo7  was  88.48  per  100  children  born;  In  igo8,  82.53 
100  ; in  igog,  sg.6y  per  100. 

The  decline  in  the  percentage  of  protected  children  will 
in  all  probability  increase  and  a large  population  of  persons 
liable  to  contract  small-pox  will  exist.  It  will  then  be  of  the 
utmost  importance  to  isolate  the  first  case  discovered,  as  should 
a real  epidemic  occur  it  would  be  impossible  to  take  all  the  cases 
into  any  hospital  you  might  have. 

When  the  laundry  was  built  a steam  disinfector  Avas 
erected  and  two  houses  for  carts  with  a view  of  disinfecting 
bedding  &c.  there.  This  idea  has  been  given  up  and  it  is  only 
used  for  the  purposes  of  the  Hospital  itself.  The  County  M.O.H. 
on  page  64  of  his  report  mentions  this  disinfector,  but  on  page 
72  states  that  it  was  never  purchased.  This  is  a mistake  though 
he  is  correct  in  saying  it  is  not  for  general  use. 

The  disinfection  of  houses  in  which  infectious  disease  has 
occurred  is  not  very  satisfactory  in  theory.  The  room  in  Avhich 
the  case  has  been  is  fumigated  with  sulphur  and  formaldehyde 
and  that  is  about  all.  In  practice  I find  that  no  further  cases 
occur.  This  is  slight  antiseptic  treatment,  but  not  disinfection, 
and  the  people  are  told  that  they  must  not  place  too  much  trust 
in  it.  Real  disinfection  is  expensive  and  takes  a long  time,  and 
you  cannot  turn  a whole  family  out  of  the  house  for  even  one 
day. 

As  the  early  use  of  antitoxin  in  cases  of  diphtheria  is  of 
the  utmost  importance,  the  Council  at  my  request  has  allowed 
me  to  provide  it  to  medical  practitioners  in  cases  of  urgency.  It 
has  not  been  much  required  this  year,  and  I regret  to  say  that 
few  of  the  cases  isolated  have  had  a dose.  Valuable  time  is  thus 
lost. 

The  apparatus  for  bacteriological  examination  is  kept  at 
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the  Hospital  but  I cannot  say  that  any  “ arrangements  ” have 
been  made.  A few  swabs,  specimens  of  sputum  &c.  from  outside 
have  been  examined  and  proper  examinations  of  throats  made 
before  discharging  cases  of  diphtheria.  This  I have  done  though 
I might  point  out  that  I receive  nothing  for  doing  it. 

BYELAWS  &c. 

The  amended  Byelaws  are  still  unprinted  though  I believe 
they  have  received  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  Adoptive  Acts  in  force  in  the  district  are — • 

The  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890. 

The  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  i8go. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  i8go. 

The  Council  has  decided  to  adopt  parts  of  the  Public 
Health  Amendment  Act  1907,  but  the  approval  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  to  their  action  has  not  yet  been  given.  This 
will  give  greater  facilities  for  dealing  with  many  nuisances  which 
now  present  difficulty. 

The  Housing,  Town  Planning  &c.  Act  igog,  which  is  now 
in  force  will  give  great  additional  facilities  for  closing  insanitary 
houses.  It  also  extends  the  powers  of  the  County  Council  in 
enquiring  into  the  sanitary  condition  of  a district.
